MEXICO DECLARATION 

1 . FODAG RECEIVED FROM WFC SECRETARIAT FOLLOWING ADVANCE DRAFT 
TEXT OF WFC MEXICO DECLARATION: BEGIN TEXT. 

PREAMBLE 

WE. THE MINISTERS AND PLENIPOTENTIARIES OF WFC ATTENDING FOURTH 
SESSION IN MEXICO CITY IN JUNE 1978, HAVE STUDIED PRESENT WORLD 
FOOD SITUATION AND PROGRESS ACHIEVED SINCE 1974 IN ATTAINING 
GOALS OF WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE. FOR THIS PURPOSE WE HAVE REAFFI- 
RMED RESOLUTION OF THAT CONFERENCE AND GIVEN PARTICULAR CONSIDE- 
RATION TO RESPONSIBILITIES OF THIS COUNCIL, WHICH DEALS WITH ALL 
ASPECTS OF WORLD FOOD PROBLEMS, TO FURTHER IMPLEMENT MANILA 
COMMUNIQUE OF WORLD FOOD COUNCIL AND ITS PROGRAM OF ACTION 
TO ERADICATE HUNGER AND MALNUTRITION. 

2. THE PROGRAMME OF ACTION WE ADOPTED DURING OUR THIRD SESSION 
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WAS UNANIMOUSLY ENDORSED BY ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL IN 
JULY 1977 AND ADOPTED IN FULL BY GENERAL ASSEMBLY IN DECEMBER 
1977, WHICH CALLED ON 

QUOTE ALL GOVERNMENTS, SPECIALIZED AGENCIES, ORGANS AND OTHER 
BODIES WITHIN AND OUTSIDE THE UNITED NATIONS SYSTEM DEALING 
WITH FOOD, AGRICULTURE AND HUMAN NUTRITION TO IMPLEMENT 
PROGRAM OF ACTION FULLY AND AS MATTER OF URGENCY. END QUOTE 
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3. THE POSITIVE ATTITUDE DEMONSTRATED BY ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
COUNCIL AND GENERAL ASSEMBLY HAS CONTRIBUTED TO IMPORTANT ACTIVI- 
TIES OF WORLD FOOD COUNCIL AND WE BELIEVE THAT INITIAL EFFORTS 

OF GOVERNMENTS AND AGENCIES DEMONSTRATE PROGRESS IN IMPLEMENTING 
PROGRAM OF ACTION AND RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY WORLD FOOD CONFE- 
RENCE. 

4. COUNCIL, IN PURUANCE OF ITS MANDATE FROM WORLD FOOD CON- 
FERENCE AND GENERAL ASSEMBLY, HAS 

- PROMOTED ESTABLISHMENT OF INTERNATIONAL FUND FOR AGRICUL- 
TURAL DEVELOPMENT (IFAD), WHICH APPROVED ITS FIRST FOOD PRO- 
JECTS FOR DEVELOPING COUNTRIES IN APRIL 1978; 

- STIMULATED CONTRIBUTIONS TO INTERNATIONAL EMERGENCY RESERVE 
OF 500,000 TONS OF CEREALS TO RISE FROM 82,000 TONS TO MORE THAN 
425,000 TONS; 

- PROMOTED MACHINERY TO ACCELERATE ACTION IN FIELD OF NUTRITION 
WITHIN UNITED NATIONS SYSTEM; 

- ENCOURAGED BY INITIATIONOF FOOD AND NUTRITION STRATEGIES 
FOR SPECIFIC DEVELOPING COUNTRIES; AND 

- STIMULATED ACTIONS TO ERADICATE HUNGER AND MALNUTRITION 
THROUGH ADOPTION OF THE MANILA COMMUNIQUE. 
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5. THESE ARE POSITIVE ACHIEVEMENTS IN DIRECTION OF FULFILLING 
GOALS SET BY WFC. HOWEVER, CLOSER EXAMINATION OF PRESENT WORLD 
FOOD SITUATION S OWS THAT RATE OF PROGRESS IN SOLVING FUNDAMENTAL 
FOOD PROBLEMS IS FAR TOO SLOW. EMPLOYMENT AND INCOME OPPORTUNITIES 
OF RURAL POOR LASG SERIOUSLY BEHIND POPULATION GROWTH AND 

RATE OF GROWTH IN AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION. 

6. FAVORABLE WEATHER AND VIGOROUS ACTION BY GOVERNMENTS AND 
AGENCIES SPURRED BY WORLD FOOD CRISIS MADE IT POSSIBLE FOR WORLD 
FOOD PRODUCTION TO INCREASE RAPIDLY IN 1975-76. HOWEVER, LESS 
FAVORABLE WEATHER AND REDUCED CONCERN HAD SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES 
IN 1977-PRODUCTION INCREASED BY BARELY TWO PERCENT.AND ONLY 

ONE PERCENT IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. IN AFRICA AND LATIN AMERICA 
THERE WAS NO INCREASE AT ALL, AND IN NEAR EAST PRODUCTION DE- 
CLINED. 

7. FOOD PRICES, ESPECIALLY OF CEREALS FOR HUMAN CONSUMPTION HAVE 
RISEN SIGNIFICANTLY SINCE OUR THIRD SESSION. THIS IS CREATING 
DIFFICULTIES FOR CONSUMERS, ESPECIALLY IN FOOD PRIORITY 
COUNTRIES. IN SOME CASES, HOWEVER, CURRENT PRICES REMAIN LOWER 
THAN PRODUCTION COSTS SO PRICE INCREASES REPRESENT AN INCENTIVE 
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FOR PRODUCERS. 

8. PROGRESS HAD BEEN SLOW IN NEGOTIATING A NEW INTERNATIONAL 
WHEAT AGREEMENT. DESPITE GENERALLY ABUNDANT SUPPLY AND STOCK 
CONDITIONS. 

9. THUS, GOVERNMENTS AND INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS DID RESPOND 
TO 1972-74 FOOD CRISIS. ALTHOUGH LIMITEDLY AND UNEVENLY. 

THIS INADEQUATE RESPONSE GIVES RISE TO PRESENT UNSTABLE 
SITUATION AND OUR GRAVE CONCERN FOR FUTURE. HAD IMPORTANT IMME- 
DIATE OBJECTIVES OF WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE BEEN ACHIEVED, THIS 
CURRENT UNCERTAIN SITUATION COULD HAVE BEEN AVOIDED. HAD 
FUNDAMENTAL CHANGES THE CONFERENCE CALLED FOR BEEN EFFECTIVELY 
AND ADEQUATELY INITIATED, WE WOULD NOT FEAR FOR THE FUTURE. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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10. OUR FEARS FOR FUTURE ARE BASED ON THESE FACTS: 

- WORLD FOOD PROEUCTION HAS GROWN MORE SLOWLY IN THIS 
DECADE HAN IN 1960'S; 

- PER CAPITA FOOD PRODUCTION HAS DECLINES IN FOOD PRIORITY 
COUNTRIES IN THIS DECADE; 

- NUMBER OF UNDERNOURISHED PEOPLE INWORLD- WITH ALL THAT THIS 
IMPLIES-CONTINUES TO INCREASE EACH YEAR, MOST PARTICULARLY 

IN FOOD PRIORITY COUNTRIES; 
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FODAG 

COUNTRIES; 

- EXTERNAL ASSISTANCE FOR INCREASING FOOD PRODUCTION DECLINED 
SHARPLY IN 1976 AND, DESPITE A LARGE INCREASE IN 1977, IS 

LITTLE IMPROVED IN REAL TERMS COMPARED WITH 1975, AND IS STILL 
SUBSTANTIALLY BELOW $8.3 BILLION CITED IN MANILA COMMUNIQUE. 

- MANY DEVELOPING COUNTRIES HAVE INCREASED THEIR PRIORITY 
FOR FOOD PRODUCTION AND NUTRITION DESPITE LIMITED RESOURCES, 

BUT MANY OTHER COUNTRIES HAVE NOT BEEN ABLE TO DO SO; 

- NEW INTERNATIONAL WHEAT AGREEMENT HAS NOT YET BEEN 
FORMULATED, INCLUDING PRORIVISON OF CEREALS RESERVE AND AT 
LEAST 10 MILLION TONS OF FOOD AID ON SECURE BASIS; 

- TRADE BARRIERS, TRADE INSTABILITY AND IN SOME CASES, 

MOUNTING PROTECTIONISM HANDICAP FOOD TRADE, FOOD PRODUCTION 
AND DEVELOPMENT EFFORTS OF MANY DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, DESPITE 
MULTILATERAL TRADE NEGOTIATIONS AND NEGOTIATIONS BEING CARRIED 
OUT UNDER AUSPICES OF UNCTAD. 

1 1. WE MUST CORRECT THIS DANGEROUS SITUATION AND OVERCOME THESE 
OBSTACLES TO FUNDAMENTAL IMPROVEMENT OR ELSE PACE AND DIRECTION 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF PROGRESS WILL CONTINUE TO FALL SHORT OF OBJECTIVES OF WORLD 
FOOD CONFERENCE AND MANILA COMMUNIQUE. 

12. WE RECOGNIZE OUR RESPONSIBILITY AS GUIDING FORCE WITHIN 
UNITED NATIONS SYSTEM ON ALL FOOD MATTERS. WE ALSO RECOGNIZE 
THAT OPERATIONAL DECISIONS ARE MADE BY GOVERNMENTS, INTERNA- 
TIONAL ORGANIZATIONS AND FORA WHOSE ACTIVITIES BEAR ON WORLD FOOD 
SITUATION AND WE WEEK THEIR FULL COOPERATION. 

13. WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE RECOGNIZED THAT IMPORTANT FOOD PROBLEMS 
COULD NOT BE SOLVED WITHOUT ASSIGNING GREATER POLITICAL PRIORITY 
TO FOOD AND WITHOUT AGREEMENTS BETWEEN GOVERNMENTS AND AGENCIES 
TO UNDERTAKE JOINT OBLIGATIONS TO SOLVE THESE PROBLEMS. 

14. SO FAR SUCH PRIORITY AND SUCH JOINT COMMITMENTS HAVE NOT 
BECOME A REALITY.THERE CONTINUE TO BE WEARINESSES IN WORLD 
FOOD SYSTEM. COUNCILS MANDATE REQUIRES IT TO TAKE FURTHER STEPS 
TO CORRECT THESE WEAKNESSES. 

15. THE LOW RATE OF INCREASE IN FOOD PRODUCTION IN FOOD 
DEFICIT DEVELOPING COUNTRIES REFLECTS FAILURE OF INTERNATIONAL 
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COMMUNITY TO ACHIEVE HIGH PRIORITY FOR THESE OBJECTIVES CALLED 
FOR BY WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE AND MANILA COMMUNIQUE. COUNCIL 
IS PARTICULARLY CONCERNED WITH SLOW PROGRESS IN: 

- MOBILIZATION OF EXTERNAL ASSISTANCE, ESPECIALLY CONCESSIONAL 
ASSISTANCE, BY BILATERAL AND MULTILATERAL DONORS; 

- ADJUSTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND RELATED SECTORS, PARTI 

CULARLY IN SOME DEVELOPED COUNTRIES, TO ENCOURAGE FOOD PRODUCTION 
AND DEVELOPMENT EFFORTS OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES THROUGH EXPANDED 
TRADE AND PRICE STABILIZATION, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT NECESSARY 
FOOD SECURITY; 
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- ACHIEVING A HIGHER PRIORITY FOR FOOD AND NUTRITION WITHIN 
SOME DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, INCLUDING TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE FOR 
CREATION OF ADEQUATE CAPACITY TO PREPARE AND IMPLEMENT ENOUGH 
VIABLE PROJECTS; 

- OVERCOMING INTERNAL AND EXTERNAL CONSTRAINTS AFFECTING 
CERTAIN DEVELOPING COUNTIRES WHICH IMPEDE GROWTH OF FOOD 
PRODUCTION AND ITS DISTRIBUTION TO NEEDY GROUPS; 

- ACHIEVING GREATER SUPPORT BY BILATERAL AND MULTILATERAL 

DONORS TO INCREASE THEIR ASSISTANCE TO SUGMENT THE SUPPLY OF 
AGRICULTURAL INPUTS AND SUPPORT REDUCTION OF POST-HARVEST 
LOSSES IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES; 

- CARRYING OUT AGRARIAN AND SOCIO-ECONOMIC REFORMS, AND 
PROMOTING EMPLOYMENT AND INCOME OPPORTUNITIES FOR RURAL LABOR 
FORCE, AS CALLED FOR BY WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE, IN ORDER TO 
INCREASE AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION AND INSURE BALANCED FOOD 
DISTRIBUTION IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 

16. THE COUNCIL HAS BEEN MAKING EFFORTS TO OVERCOME SOME OF 
THESE OBSTACLES, BUT MORE IS REQUIRED OF WFC TO OVERCOME OBSTACLE 
IN EFFICIENT AND RAPID PROGRESS IN FOOD PRODUCTION. 

ACTIONS ARE NEEDED IN SPECIFIC COUNTRIES AND THESE EFFORTS MUST 
BE REINFORCED BY BROADER INTERNATIONAL, REGIONAL AND SUB 
REGIONAL ACTION. 

17. WIDESPREAD HUNGER AND MALNUTRITION AND THEIR NEGATIVE 
CONSEQUENCES ON DEVELOPMENT OF MAKIND ARE OF SUCH GRAVE CONCERN 
THAT ACTIONS MUST BE INITIATED TO ERADICATE THESE CONDITIONS. 
RESPONSE OF UN SYSTEM TO NUTRITION RECOMMENDATIONS OF MANILA 
COMMUNIQUE IS POSITIVE BUT AS YET TOO LIMITED. WORLD 
COMMUNITY NEEDS BETTER FRAMEWORK FOR ACTION WHICH COUNTRIES 
AND AGENCIES CAN RESPOND TO. 
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18. COUNCIL NOTES WITH CONCERN DELAY IN CONCLUSION OF NEGOTIATIONS 
WITHIN UN CONFERENCE TO NEGOTIATE AN INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT 
TO REPLACE INTERNATIONAL WHEAT AGREEMENT OF 1971. IT IS 
THROUGH THESE NEGOTIATIONS THAT SOUND SYSTEM OF WORLD FOOD 
SECURITY MUST BE CREATED, INCLUDING AN ADEQUATE INTERNATIONAL 
GRAIN RESERVE AND NEW FOOD AID CONVENTION AIMING AT AT LEAT 10 
MILLION TONS.THEIR SUCCESSFUL CONCLUSION IS URGENT PRIORITY. 

19. COUNCIL CONSIDERS INTERNATIONAL EMERGENCY RESERVE OF 500,000 
TONS OF CEREALS COMPLEMENTARY TO ANY RESERVE SYSTEM ESTABLISHED 
UNDER NEW WHEAT/GRAIN AGREEMENT. ALTHOUGH SEVERAL ADDITIONAL 
CONTRIBUTIONS HAVE BEEN MADE FOR 1978, QUANTITY OF 500.000TONS 

HAS NOT BEEN REACHED. COUNCIL NEVERTHELESS CONSIDERS THAT INTER- 
NATIONAL EMERGENCY RESERVE OF 500,000 TONS ESTABLISHED BY SEVENTH 
SPECIAL SESSION OF GENERAL ASSEMBLY AS INTERIM MEASURE, 

SHOULD BE ON COMTINUING BASIS 
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...BASIS. 

20. TO IMPROVE CONTRIBUTION OF TRADE TO SOLUTION F FOOD 
PROBLEMS, COUNCIL NOTES WITH CONCERN THAT EXPORT PROSPECTS OF 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES ARE IMPAIRED BY HIGH LEVELS OF PROTECTION 
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THAT EXIST IN MOST DEVELOPED COUNTRIES FOR AGRICULTURAL COMMO- 
DITIES AND SOME PRODUCTS ESPECIALLY SUITED TO PRODUCTION AND 
EXPORT BY SEVERAL DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. THESE PROSPECTS HAVE 
SUFFERED FURTHER FROM ADVERSE EFFECTS OF INCREASED PROTECTION 
WHICH TOOK PLACE INSOME CASES SINCE FOOD CRISIS. THIS HAS LIMITED 
POSSIBILITIES FOR DEVELOPING COUNTRIES TO CONTRIBUTE TO SOLUTION 
OF OWN FOOD AND DEVELOPMENT PROBLEMS THROUGH INCREASED TRADE. 

21. THE COUNCIL IS ALSO CONSCIOUS THAT TRADE IN FOOD AND OTHER 
AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS HAS BEEN SUBJECT OF PROLONGED SPECIFIC 
NEGOTIATION IN MULTILATERAL TRADE NEGOTIATIONS (MTNS) 

WHICH ARE EXPECTED TO CONCLUDE IN 1978 AND IN UNCTAD NEGOTIATIONS 
WITHIN INTEGRATED PROGRAM OF COMMODITIES. DESPIE DIFFICULTIES 
THAT HAVE BEEN ENCOURNTERED IN THESE NEGOTIATIONS. GREATER AND 
CONTINUOUS ATENTION MUST BE GIVEN TO FOOD AND OTHER TRADE 
PROBLEMS OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES IN LIGHT OF BENEFITS THAT 
REDUCTION OF TARIFF AND NON-TARIFF BARRIERS COULD CONTRIBUTE 
TOWARD SOLVING THEIR FOOD PROBLEMS. 
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22. BEFORE COUNCIL ADDRESSES ITSELF TO ISSUES RAISED IN MANILA 
COMMUNIQUE, IT HAS TWO URGENT CONCERNS: 

NOTING THAT THE TENTH SPECIAL SESSIONOF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
DEVOTED TO DISARMAMENT IS TAKING PLACE SIMULTANEOUSLY WITH THE 
MEETING OF THE WFC, THE COUNCIL FULLY SUPPORTS APPEAL MADE BY 
PRESIDENT JOSE LOPEZ PORTILLO OF MEXICO FOR HUNGER NOT TO BE 
CONSIDERED AS MATTER OF EXCLUSIVE CONCERN TO HUNGRY AND THAT 
PROSPECTS FOR DEVELOPMENT OF NON INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES SHOULD 
BE IMPROVED; AND BERARING IN MIND, INTER ALIA RESOLUTION XIV 
OF WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE, COUNCIL REITERATES NECESSITY OF ALLO- 
CATING SHARE OF RESOURCES WHICH WOULD BE FREED AS RESULT OF 
REDUCTION OF MILITARY EXPENDITURES. TO FINANCE MEASURES DIRECTED 
TO ADVANCING DEVELOPMENT OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. ESPECIALLY 
THEIR FOOD SITUATION. 

BEARING IN MIND VERY SERIOUS SITUATION WHICH AGAIN CONFRONTS 
OUNTRIES OF SAHELIAN ZONE DUE TO CLIKATIC CONDITIONS, 

GOVERNMENTS AND MULTILATERAL AGENCIES ARE EXPRESSLY REQUESTED 
TO SUPPLY OR INCREASE NECESSARY EMERGENCY FOOD AID AND SUPPORT 
EFFORTS UNDERTAKEN BY THESE COUNTRIES IN ORDER TO ENSURE LONG TERM 
DEVELOPMENT OF THEIR FOOD PRODUCTION WITHIN FRAMEWORK OF 
STRATEGY DEFINED BY THEIR GOVERNMENTS AND CLUB DU SAHEL. 

23. TURNING TO MANILA COMMUNIQUE, COUNCIL RECOMMENDS THAT: 

TO INCREASE FOOD PRODUCTION 

A. ALL DEVELOPED COUNTRIES TAKE URGENT STEPS TO REACH OFFICIAL 
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DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE TARGET OF 0.7 PERCENT OF GNP (AS 
AGREED BY SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSIONOF UNGA AND AS STATED IN 
PARAGRAPH 20 OF MANILA COMMUNIQUE). BRINGING OVERALL GRANT 
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ELEMENT OF OFFICIAL DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE TO AT LEAST 86 
PERCENT. BILATERAL DONORS AND INTERNATIONAL AND FINANCIAL 
INSTITUTIONS SHOULD TAKE URGENT STEPS TO PROVIDE EXTERNAL 
RESOURCES NEEDED TO REACH AT LEAST 4 PERCENT ANNUAL GROWTH IN 
FOOD PRODUCTION, WHICH HAD BEEN ESTIMATED ON ANNUAL BASIS OF 8.3 
BILLION US DOLLARS, IN 1975 PRICES, OF WHICH 6.5 BILLION DOLLARS 
SHOULD BE CONCESSIONAL (AS EXPRESSED IN PARAGRAPH 3 OF MANILA 
COMMUNIQUE). CONSEQUENTLY IT URGES ALL DONORS COUNTRIES TO 
INCREASE EFFECTIVELY AND SUBSTANTIALLY THEIR COMMITMENTS FOR FOOD 
PRODUCTION, PARTICULARLY TO FOOD PRIORITY COUNTRIES, SO THAT 
NOTICEABLE PROGRESS CAN BE REVIEWED AT FIFTH MINISTERIAL 
SESSION. SUCH ADDITIONAL EXTERNAL ASSISTANCE SHOULD BE COMBINED 
WITH ESSENTIAL INTERNAL EFFORTS IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES IN ORDER 
TO ACHIEVE, AS SOON AS POSSIBLE, THE GROWTH RATE OF AT LEAST 4 
PERCENT IN FOOD PRODUCTION IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 

B. TO CATALYZE POLITICAL ACTION TO REMOVE MAJOR OBSTALCES 
IMPEDING MORE RAPID INCREASES IN FOOD PRODUCTION AND GAIN 
THE NECESSARY POLITICAL AND FINANCIAL SUPPORT TO DO SO, 

COUNCIL STRESSES: 

1 . IMPORTANCE OF ENSUREING THAT CONTINUED ATTENTION IS GIVEN 
AT INTERNATIONAL AND NATIONAL LEVELS TO (A) ENCOURAGE LARGER 
FLOW OF EXTERNAL RESOURCES FOR FOOD DPROCUTION; (B) IMPROVE 
COORDINATION OF ACTIVITIES OF DIFFERENT MULTILATERAL AND 
BILATERAL DONORS PROVIDING FINANCIAL AND TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE 
FOR FOOD PRODUCTION; AND (C) ENSURE MORE EFFECTIVE USE OF AVAILABLE 
RESOURCES; 

2. NEED OF ENSURING CONTINUED SUPPORT OF DONOR COUNTRIES AND 
INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS INCONTEXT OF SUBPARAGRAPH 1 TO 
PROVIDE FINANCIAL AND TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE TO SPECIFIC PROGRAM 
AND PROJECTS FOR AGRICULTURAL AND FOOD COOPERATION AMONG 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES ON SUBREGIONAL, REGIONAL, AND INTERREGIONAL 
LEVELS DESIGNED TO INCREASE AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION AND FISHERIES, 
INPUTS PRODUCTION, DEVELOPMENT OF TECHNOLOGIES, IMPROVE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SECURITY AND CONDITIONS OF SUPPLY, PROMOTE NUTRITIONAL PROGRAMS, 
EXPAND RECIPROCAL TRADE, DEVELOP TECHNOLOGIES AND INCREASE JOINT 
NEGOTIATING CAPACITY IN INTERNATIONAL MARKETS; AND THE COUNCIL 
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ALSO RECOMMENDS THAT: 

3. DEVELOPING COUNTRIES DISCUSS AND REVIEW WITHIN EXISTING 
REGIONAL GROUPINGS AND BODIES AS APPROPRIATE, THE INTERNAL AND
